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CONSERVATION AND THE NEW CONGRESS 


There seems ta be little possibility that 
the new Congress will put the brakes on 
the current plans for overdevelopment in 
western national parks and Forest Service 
wildernesses, I doubt that the American 
people can be aroused from their normal 
apathy and indifference on these subjects 
in sufficient strength to prevent what 
seems inevitable, 

The Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., have 
presented their specifications for the 
Columbia River Basin Comprehensive Plan 
which calls for a mere three billion 
dollars expenditure and includes as a 
recommended project the 95 million dollar 
Glacier View Dam, which would almost to- 
tally destroy wilderness and wildlife 
values in the western side 2: Glacier 
National Park. 

Bast of the Rockies the 
©asin Project is rolling a? 
same scale, 

On the Colorado Rives hundreds of 
millions are to be spent on the Pridge 
View Dam, which, according to the Reclam- 
ation Service, will silt up in about 37 
years unless billions more are spent 
above it to only partially control such 
silting. 

And in California most of the beauti- 
ful alpine lakes in the High Sierra are 
scheduled to be dammed on the vague 
thought that this will increase the water 
storage, although the reasoning behind 
this plan is somewhat defective, 

Government bureaus vie with construc~ 
tion firms to outdo many of the boondoc- 
gling proposals of the thirties. 
of Commerce are out beating their drums, 
government publicity machines are all 
ready to roll and politicians are drool* 
ing, all in anticipation of various 
personal benefits to be derived from such 
exploitation, 

The justification for eve1 some of the 
minor proposals is questio:atle. Agri- 
cultural production is alrcéay in sucha 
state of surplus that a terrific tax vur- 
“on must be placed on the “merican people 
.n 1949 to buy up and destroy these sur- 
pluses, wi. attendant high prices of 
food. , 

Perhaps sufficient strength will de- 
velop in Congress to at least. -slow down, - 
or make proponents justify, the most — 
necessary developme>+s, But ail we can 
do until Congress mc2ts is hope for the 
best and be prepared to head off the

"The crest. trail trip offers outstand- 
ing opportunities to the historian as 
well as the botanist, ornithologist, 
geologist, forester and other scientistse 
They would find much of interest, even 
though the schedule precludes intensive 
studies. Such an enterprise would be of 
particular value for those gathering data 
for teaching and conservation purpnses. 

"The party will be small, probably ten 
to fifteen persons, Participants must 
be in excellent health, preferably with 
experience in mountaineering or field 
work, and will be expected to perform 
the usual camp chores necessary on an ex= 
pedition of this type. Plans have been 
carefully laid so as to give consideration 
to those who may wish to make a portion 
of the trip for a period of a month or 
longer, 

"There willbe an opening for one per= 
son, or possibly a young couple, on an 
expenses=paid basis, Preference will 
be given to Sierra Club members, partic- 
ularly those in scientific fields con- 
cerned with the information available in 
these mountain regions,"
